Oir- 
enmstsoees have cansed me to follow the 
prt^iesB of the war in Canada with more 
than ordinary interest. Colonel and Mrs. 
Bailey, of Gansdiso fame, did not cease to 
inlbim me of the " Good Land," daring 
thur appointment at my right hud in 
this eonntry. This, yon may gn^, gaye 

p&rosing the pages of your Osi from week 
to week. 

Beeoit events have int e n si fied those 
feelioga. 

Some Five Tears Ago 
I was thrown into personal eontact with the 
Commandant wluoh covered a period of 
eevoral days. Daring that time, withoat 
a nsgle efTort on my part, my mind be- 
came greatly impieraed irith bis person- 
ality and I foaod myself engrossed in admir- 
ation of bis Christian character, his giasp 
of details in Salvation Aim^ warbre, and 
bis great power as an administrator. Tbe 
Commandant became then, in my estima- 
tion, an ideal man and Salvationist, and 
althoogb since the time Z speak of thaie 
has been a few storms and eonfiicts 
tbrooeh which Uie Commanduit hM hsd 
to pass and play an impoitant part in the 
official position entrosted to bun by tbe 
Genenl, bis character and abilities as a 
Balvatimiiat, organizer and IsAder shine 
brighter to me than ever.

This, coupled with 
the fact that we had been eecnstomed to 
wearing our black saperfine book oMts, 
open vests, white fronts, with neat little 
black tie (soms wore while ties), collar and 
coEEb, eleriosi bat, with waUonR-stick or 
nmbrdls, made somewhat a dimgreeable 
contrast (o oni fasv-beconung eleriesl 
minds, oonseqaentiy tbe uniform wai 
gonarally popolar in the early days.
